THE HELPING HAND. 


A USE FOR PARAFFIN.—A good way 
to clean a scullery smk, dirty pails, or 
enameiled baths, 1s to make a pac of 
newspaper and pour on it 8 tablespoon- 
ful of paraffin oil, nixed with powdered 
ba'b-brick, Rub wel, and the grease 
and dirt will come off like magic. Use 
one or two more pieces of clean paper. 
and the articles will appear just like new 
with very itte trouble. 

COFFEESTAINED LINEN.—Mix the 
solk of an egg with glycerine and apply 
to the stain. Rul well into the fabric, 
and then wash im water. iron whilst still 
damp. If the stain is of long standing 
it may be necessary to repeat the pro- 
cess two or three tunes. 

HAIR BRUSHES.— Hair brushes ean he 
cleaned easily and rapidly with harts- 
horn and cold water. Allow a dessert 
spoonful te a quart of water. Rub the 
brushes well and when clean rinse in 
cold water, rub with a dry towel, and 
then stand them upright in a warm place. 

MUSTY BEEK BARRELS.—When beer 
barrels have Leen kept in a damp place 
for some tine they often become musty 
inside. Rinse them well with a weak 
solution of chloride of lime and epirit of 
ean and water. Afier these substances 
hare been used the barrels must be well 
washed out with plenty of clean water. 

STAINING FLOORS.--The best and 
chespest way of staining floors is to dis- 
solve an ounce and a half of perman- 
ganate of potash crystals in a gallon of 
water. 

First ecrub the bourde alow them to dry 


well, knock in or remove any nail heads. 
Take a little putty and fill up all boles. 
Apply the stain with @ soft brush, stirring 
it up ovcasionaliv to prevent the colour 
settling at the bottom of the jar. If the 
boards are not dark enough after the first 
application, apply another, leaving 
twenty-four houis in between. When they 
are thoroughly dry, they can either be 
rubbed over with a little linseed oil, or, 
if a high polish is desired, with beeswax 
dissolved in turpentine. The latter, how- 
ever, must be applied with a great deal 
of “elbow grease,” s will be 
sticky.

IRISH REBELS AND 
ENGLISH JUSTICE. 


(By a Political Correspondent.) 
N March last a number of Irish 
rebels were arrested in England 
and Scotland at the request of the 
Irish Free State Government. 

These people were planning murders, 
outrages and the destruction of pro- 
perty; they were in league with other 
| rebels in Ireland. The Home Secretary 
| had them deported to Ireland, where 
over @ hundred of them have been im- 
| prisoned by the Free State authorities. 

A bargain was entered into between 
the Free State and the Home Secre- 
tary, but according to the Court of 
Appeal the bargain was illegal; the 
Home Secretary contravened Habeas 
Corpus—our sheet-anchor of personal 
liberty. Anyone arrested should be 
brought before a Court of Justice with- 
in % heurs. In this case the irish 
rebels might have been charged with 
high treason in England and tried; in- 
stead of that they have been intern 
in Ireland for two months, and no 
charge brought against them. 

The Government defended their legal 

ition, and Sir John Simon, a former 
, Home Secretary’ and a great lawyer, 
supported the Government. An action 
was started by Art O’Brien, one of the 
deportees, against the Home Secretary 
and the Court of Appeal has unanim- 
ously decided that Home Secretary 
| entered into a bargain which is not en- 
| forceable by law and ordered him to 
deliver up O'Brien. 

Lord Justice Atkin said that the 
Home Secretary had no more right to 
arrest O’Brien than he had to arrest 
the first man he met in the street. 
This decision comes before the House 
of Lords to-morrow for final revision.

\s a practitioner for 23 years, 
Di. Smith must be supposed to know 
what he was talking about, and he 
condemns the scheme as a disas- 
trous blunder, a miserable failure, a 
premium on scamped work. It is 
common krowledge that the system 
involves the maximum amount of 
trouble and irritation with the mini- 
mum of medial attention, 

If such a system be not an un- 
equivocal success, it must, in tie 
nature of things. be a disastrous 
failure, for it merely camouflages the 
danger threatening the public at 
large. The poor patient is entitled 
to the best treatment obtainable, but 
actually receives the worst, and the 
fact is hidden by the system itself. 
It is useless to blame the doctors; 
thev are not equal to the task they 
undertake. 

The moral is that the panel svstem 
must be mended or ended. If the 
Ministry of Health, in conjunction 
with the medical profession, can 
devise a better scheme, one under 
whieh patients can receive adequate 
individual attention instead of being 
left, as so often happens, to dia- 
their own ailments and

This, 
being winter treatment. dors net concern us 
now. To prevent apples becoming maggoty 
and dropping prematurely, spray the trees 
eee the first weck of so after blossoms 
fall to make the young fruit distasteful to the 
grubs, and again about 1^ days later, cach 
time with a solution of lead arsenate. This 
is sonous in its effect on the young grubs 
and should prevent them entering the fruit to 
cause its falling later. 


OUTDOOR TOMATOES. 

There ic nothing lihe an early start with the 
outdoor Tomato plants, and as saon as the! 
weather is settled they should he planted with 
no further delay. In a garien that is well 
sheltered with a wall or fence facing south or 
weet, t the plants in at onee, for here the 
soil fs warm and the fence reflects a consider 
able amount of heat For the open, plants 
shoald be obtained as strong as possible; if 
weak they sustain a fairly considerable check 
and bear only lute crops 

The following are sound axiome for assuring 
a gond outdoor crop — Prepare the land well. 
adding wood ashes. lime and hone-meal; get 
the strongest and earliest plante you can, put 
them out as early in May as posmble, protect. 
ing on cold nights if necessary until growing | 
freely: stake at once, and stop the main stem 
jost ` abne the truss when formed; 
water freely in dry weather, bat give manure 
sparingly until the first trusses of fruit are

Grape Vines in the “cool” greenhouse have 
made very rapid strides durinz the last warm 
week, and the matter of tying down stop- 
ping the shoots will need urgent attention. Thin 
out the weakest growths not required, and let 
this be done thoroughly, for it is fatal to allow 
a surplus of wood to produce too heavy a crop 
for the vine's vitality to sooner. Portion out 
those remaining to not more than one shoot prr 
foot run of main rod, and tie each one gently 
down away from the glass to avoid scorching. 
Side shoots often produce two young frait 
trusses; in this case, select the best to remain 
and pinch off the smaller, also stop all side 
shoots (or sub-laterals as they are termed) two 
leaves beyond the fruit. 


BACKYARD GARDENING. 

No doubt many of my readers in towns and 
populous districts have to be content with a 
“ backyard,’ and that very often a small one, 
lacking perhaps in sunshine and confined as 
to air space. Under such conditions the in- 
genious und keen gardener will still manage 
to produce something of brightness to render 
the outlook more cheery.- Where actual soil 
space is ing. one mast introduce pots, 
boxes or tabs of soil to grow things in, 
and place them about to the best advantage.

DIVORCE JUDGE 
ASTONISHED. 


PITIFUL STORY BY ILL- 
USED WIFE. 


A £300 “ transaction ” which the Pre- 


sident of the Divorce Division, Sir 
Henry Duke, referred to as “ abomin- 
able” was described when Mrs. 


Florinda Marie Egan, of Tay Bridge- 
td., Clapham, 8. London, was granted 
a decree nisi on the grounds of the 
Leger Egan. 

Mr. Ernest Charles, K.C., said the 
wife admitted misconduct herself in 
exceptional circumstances, and threw 
herself on the mercy of the court to 
exercise discretion. 

Mrs. Egan, continued counsel, was a 
young aud inexperienced woman when 
she inarried Egan in November, 1920. 

Almost from the inning the man 
treated his wife with the must insensate 
and persistent cruelty. As a result her 
health suffered, and after only six 
months her mother took her to hospital. 

When his mother-in-law remonstrated 
with him, Egan admitted that he ill-used 
his wife and said he did not see why he 
should not. 

When a separation was suggested the 
man showed his hand. said counsel, by 
saying he did not intend to be separated 
from his wife, but that if she would onl 
go away and compromise herself wit 
some man he would divorce her and that 
would be a way of settling the matter.

Milestones of Education. 


A.¥.O. 1,080 gives the syllabus end ar- 
rangements for the professional and 
educational examination of the warrant 
supply officers for the fleet. 

It has been interesting to compare the 
details of this modern examination for 
the warrant rank of store accounting 
officers with that laid down less than forty 
years ago for those who, at that time, were 
charged with the same duties; but in tne 
latter case only as subsidiary employment 
to their proper functions.

There are still 
senior commissioned officers living whose 
entry examination consisted of a few sums

GOOD deal of discussion is still 
taking place on the manner in which 
carry out their duties and in 
the way they deal with objections, The 
Chester stewards had a case to decide, 
| and for once in a way their decision met 
I with general approval. As a matter of 
they could not very well have de- 
cided otherwise, though within the last 
three months we have had instances 
where the stewards have arrived at a 
conclusion which did not appear to agree 
with the actual occurrence. 

Present-day stewards have a tendency 
to rely on the evidence of jockeys riding 
in the race, or others, rather than on 
| what they themselves have seen. Of 
| course, 1 ant well aware that jockeys’ 
evidence is at times essential, but it 
should not be always accepted as guspe!. 
Race-riders are but human, and are 
| quently not altogether uninterested 
parties, even though the horse they have 
ridden is not directly concerned n the 
{inquiry that is taking place. Stewards 
should be so placed as to be in a posi- 
tion to watch carefully everything that 
| takes place in, at least, the lasi furlong. 

A Stewards’ Stand. 

To ensure this, their stand, or “ crow's 
nest,” should be placed directly over the 
Judge's box. The judge has quite suf- 

| ficient to do to pick out the first three 
| as they pass ibe post, without being called 
upon to say whether he has seen any 
crossing or bumping during the progress 

of the race. This latter is the Cpm ý 
duty, and not that of the judge. It sug- 
gests a distiner lack of confidence in them- 
selves when the stewards have to call for 
Outside assistance in adjudicating upon 
a case brought before them 

This then brings us to the question of 
| having efficient men as stewards, Of 
course, it 1s not always possible to have 
three stewards like Lord Derby, Lord 
| Durham, and Sir Thomas Gallc way, who 
officiated at Kempton. But it should be 
possible to eliminate the betting steward, 
by which T mean the steward who likes 
to have his wager practically every race, 
who js perhaps connected with a noto- 
nous gambling stable, and who is not 
above asking owners, trainers, or even 
Jockeys for a tip. 

An Official List. 

Stewards should not be selected in what 
appears to be rather a haphazard fashion.
